Has Mr. Trygve Lie, secretary 
general of the United Nations, 
wasted his fare going to Moscow? 
He has gone presumably to ask 
Stalin to call off the cold war. 
The answer will doubtless be an 
enigmatic smile. Or more probably 
a chuckle up Stalin’s own sleeve. 
For whatever Trygve Lie actually 
proposes to Stalin, he is in effect 
asking the cold war be called off. 
And that’s one thing that Stalin 
certainly won’t do. 

The announced purpose of Lie’s 
visit is to request R ussia to stop 
blocking the activities of the Uni- 
ted Nations. Moscow has for 
some time been tefusing to partic: 
ipate in the United Nations while 
China is represented by Chiang’s 
Nationalist government. Apart 
from the -merits of the argument, 
the fact is that Russia has a case 
when it claims that Chaing holds 
nothing more than Formosa and 
is in no position to speak for all 
China. We do not like the Red 
government of China; we do not 
like Russian influence in China. 
B ut the fact remains that the Reds 
now run the country. And that 
unpleasant fact provides Russia 
with sufficient reason to argue 
that the Chinese delegation should 
be changed accordingly. 


CALL CFF THE 
COLD WAR? FOW? 

Out of Trygve Lie’s visit to 
Moscow has grown the belief that 
he hopes to get Russia to call off 
the cold war. If such is not his 
purpose he_ should vigorously 
deny it. If such is his intention, 
he deserves criticism. Because 
millions of people are being de- 
luded into thinking that the cold 
war can be turned off. Both 
Russia and the western nations 
are putting on their own brand of 
cold war and neither can turn it 
off. For a cold war is simply 
polite diplomacy backed up by 
power. Russia does not talk 
about an American plane flying 
over the Baltic. She shoots it 
down, with pronounced satisfact- 
ion. We do not get out of Berlin 
In- 
stead we make it perfectly clear 
that we intend to stay there, even 
at the risk of hostilities. The
